The proceedings of the General Court-msriial in the case 
of Paymaster J. H. Nelson, U. 8. A., and the action of the 
President thereon, have at length been made public in 
G. C. M. O. 5, Hdqrs of Army, A. G. O., of Jan. 25. The 
charges and specitications upon which Major Nelson was 
tried have heretofore been given in the JouRNAL, but we 
recapitulate them as follows: Paymaster Nelson was tried 
before a General Court-martial which met at Governor's 
Island, N. Y., Oct. 12, 1880, on three charges: 1st. Violation 
of the 60th Article of War, the specification alleging that he 
did at various times between Feb. 1 and Aug. 31, 1890, 
embezzle, knowingly and wilfully misappropriate and mis- 
apply public money of the United States furnished him for 
the mulitary service, $10,319.11. 2d. Violation of Sec. 5488 
Rev. Stat. to the prejudice of good order and military dis- 
cipline, specification 1st alleging that on or about Feb. 7, 
1880, he withdrew from the Asst. Treasurer, New York, for a 
purpose not prescribed by law, and did convert to his own 
use $812.50; specification 2d, that on or about May 17, 1880, 
he similarly drew from the Asst. Treasurer, New York, $500 ; 
specification 3d, similar action on or about June 12, 1880, 
drawing $800 ; specification 4th, similar action on or about 
July 1, 1880, drawing $1,000; specification 5th, similar 
action on or about July 12, 1880, ee es specifica- 
tion 6th, similar action on or about Jul: , drawing $1,950. 
Charge 3d. Conduct unbecoming an o and a gentleman, 
specifications 1st, 2d, 8d, 4th, aud 5th alleging that at 
various times between July 31 and Aug. 28, 1880, he signed 
and forwarded to the Paymaster-General incorrect statement 
of balances of public funds with intent to deceive, etc., and 
specification 6, alleging that on or about July 20, 1880, he 
drew a «heck for $1,950 in favor of A. Logan, mn the pub- 
lic funds to his credit, the check purporting to drawn on 
account of public service, which statement was false. Major 
Nelson 2 mage guilty and the court confirmed his plea and 
found him guilty of the charges and specifications as set 
forth, and sentenced him ‘‘ To be dismissed from the mili- 
tary service of the United States; to pay thereto a fine of 
$2,500 ; and to be imprisoned at hard labor in such priscn as 
may be designated by the proper authorities for a term of 
two years, and until said fine shall be paid ; provided, that 
the entire imprisonment shall not exceed five years.” The 
proceedings, findings, and sentence of the Genoral Court- 
martiel having been approved by ths proper reviewing 
authority (Maj.-Gen. Hancock), and the record forwarded, 
under the 106th Article of War, for the action of the Presi- 
dent, the following are his orders endorsed thereon :

‘“‘The sentence in the Sepageing. cate of Major James H.

As the line moved forward over the hunting 
ground the rabbits would jump up at different portions of 
the line and run for dear life, instantly followed by from six 
to a dozen troopers sounding the war-whoop. The horses 
eagerly entered into the spirit of the fray and easily outran 
the rabbits. ‘The rabbits, terrified at the unusual noise and 
turned by the horsemen in every direction, fell an easy prey 
to the dogs or the long sticks with which each trooper was 
armed. A hunt of a couple uf hours resulted in the capture 
of from foriy to fifty rabbits, or, as they call them over in 
England, “‘ narrow-gauge mules,” and it has since been re- 
peg two or three times with great success. On the second 

unt a wild-cat of large size was “‘ treed” up a sagebrush; as 
there were no shooting-irons along, his capture was some- 
what difficult, but was finally effected by a dexterous cavalry- 
man, who lassoed thé “‘varmint” round the neck, and then 
succeeded in reaching round the sagebrush and getting the 
cat by the hind legs. It may be remarked that this scheme 
of hunting and catching the rabbit can be practiced with 
success without the aid of snow; a horse can outrun a rabbit 
anywhere. Within sixty miles of the post, northeast and 
west, deer and antelope are numerous, and scouting parties 
have killed and brought into the post during the present 
winter almost fifty deer.

Big Bow’s Visit to Santa Fe.—The New Mexican of Jan. 
15, chronicling the arrival of Big Bow at Santa Fe, is re- 
minded of the horrible incident of the Howard's Well massa- 
cre in April 187i. It says: Yesterday afternoon Big Bow and 
his exploits chanced to become the subject of conversaiion 
among a group of Army officers at headquarters, in which 
the details of that frightful massacre were brought up 
freshly to the minds of several of those present. In ’71 the 
headquarters of the 9th Cavalry, then in command of Col. 
Wesley Merritt, were being changed from Fort Stockton to 
Fort Clark, Texas, and two companies of the regiment, H, 
under Captain Michael Cooney, and A, under Lieutenant 
Vincent, were changing station. Captain John 8. Loud, 9th 
Cavalry, was inthe command, as was also Mrs. Loud, who 
rode in an ambulance ahead of the troops. A sergeant and 
two men had been sent ahead several days before to secure 
forage for the command and were ordered to report with the 
forage at Howard’s Well, a watering place on the road. 
Approaching Howard’s Well, a dense smoke was observed by 
the command, which was thought to be that of a fire kindled 
by the three soldiers to greet their arrival. Approaching 
still nearer the horrible odor of burning flesh was detected, 
and knowing something was wrong, Capt. Cooney, Lieutenant 
Vincent and the men in their commands who were not guard- 
ing the military wagon train which followed them, hastened 
their pace. Before the full nature of the danger was appre- 
hended, the ambulance in which was Mrs. Captain Loud 
drove within gun-shot of the scene of the massacre, and 
within full sight of the Kiowa scoundrels, led by Big Bow, 
who were then employed in their bloody work. A wagon 
train with supplies for Fort Davis and Stockton had been 
attacked by Big Bow and his braves and taken in, after which 
it was set afire. Sixteen dead and dying men lay on the 
pores or were burning in the flames of the train having 





n lashed to the wheels of the wagons to be tortured to 


the Indians, but had built breast works of the forage which 
they had with them and successfully repulsed the attacks of 
Big Bow and his followers. The Indians were still feasting 
their eyes upon the torture of their P sd victims and con- 
sidering plans by which the three soldiers might be dislodged 
and made to furnish new delight to their savage instincts. 
This was the scene upon which Mrs. Loud came without 
warning, but she proved herself the true wife of a soldier. 
Courageously agp the reins from the driver's hand he 
took his carbine and getting on the ground opened fire on 
the Kiows, as did also the cavalry which arrived on?the scene 
a moment later. The Indians retreated for seven miles, 
finally leading the troops into a mountain canon; where it 
was that Lieutenant Vincent received his death wound, being 
shot through both legs, the ball cutting both femoral arteries 
and causing him to bleed to death before medical assistance 
could be rendered him. : 

After escaping the pursuit of the troops, Big Bow re- 
turned to his reservation where he was being fed and clothed 
| the Indian Bureau and loudly boasted of his exploits, 

ing that it was from his hand Lieutenant Vincent re- 
ceived his death wound. In spite of this and the fact that 
he was the leader of the band of Kiowas which committed 
the massacre, he was never punished. His preseut visit to 
New Mexico furnishes material for a first class newspaper 
sensation, were the New Mexican dis to excite appre 
hension. He ostensibly is here to visit the Pueblos, but it 
is surmised that he intends to see the Utes and Navajoes as 
well, upon matters connected with the invasion of the 
Territory now being attempted, and to endeavor to draw 
these two tribes into hostile action. This may or may not be 
true, but his movements should be watched while he is here 
by those connected with the Indian Department.

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Tue Pioneer Press, of Jan. 14, speaking of the death of 
Mrs. Franklin Steele, in Washington, recently, says that it 
has learned from General Sibley, who married Mr. Frank 
Steele's sister, that ‘‘last October, on the occasion of her 
husband's burial at Minneapolis, Mrs. Steele came on from 
Washington, and arrived in forty-six hours. As the death of 
Mr. Steele was quite sudden, she was compelled to come 
through as speedily as possible, and, owing to other con- 
siderations, she was compelled to return to Washington the 
same night, and did so. Her health was not good, and the 
hurried trip to Minnesota and back to Washington had a bad 
effect upon her, and it is believed she never recovered from 
the effects of it. She has been confined to her room for 
several weeks, though not, as was suppoved, with an illness 
that was likely to prove immediately fatal. At the time of 
her death she was fifty-eight years of age. She was the 
grand-daughter of Commodore Barney of the Navy. She 
was married at Baltimore in April, 1842, and left two sons, 
Frank and William. The former lives in Minneapolis, and 
the other is in Washington. Besides these, she left six 
daughters, one of whom is the widow of Capt. Morris, who 
was in command of the Cumberland when it was sunk by 
the Merrimac.”

The 
veterans are to receive from their old comrades here a 
genuine old Kentucky welcome, such as will maintain the 
credit of the Commonwealth.” 

Tue New Mexican of January 15 says of the retirement of 
Gen. Marcy : ‘‘ His record is too well known to need men- 
tion here. He was conspicuous for gallantry and command- 
ing ability in the war with Mexico and his expedition to Utah 
and the several movements connected with that as well as in 
the Seminole war and that of the Rebellion. His military 
work has been well done and he goes into private life with 
the consciousness that his life has been devoted to the service 
of his country and that by it his services are appreciated. 
Gen. Marcy in requesting his retirement showed that he felt 
the justice of the principle of retiring officers of the Army 
whose usefulness age has affected.” It thinks that the re- 
tirement of Maj.-Gen. McDowell would be followed by the 
promotion of Brig.-Gen. Pope to a major-generalship, and 
that this would “result in a general breaking up and re. 
arranging of the geographical lines of departments and 
divisions, and then most certainly the District of New Mexico 
will be made what it should be—a Department. The War 
Department, when changes begin to be general in respect to 
the limits of the various military divisions, will reorganize 
these according to the needs of the country and to the fitness 
in all senses of the various portions of the United States to 
be included in the distribution, for districts, departments 
and divisions, If this is done—and it will most certainly 
be—there can be no question that the present District of 
New Mexico will be made a Department. It has been once a 
Department and it was then shown that it should be always 
one. It has within its limits more than twice the number of 
troops now which the Department just created has. Its 
commander is responsible for the good conduct and keeping 
in order of more than twenty-three thousand Indians, more 
than four times as many as are in any Department in the 
United States. The troops in the District protect a longer 
stretch of frontier than is guarded by any Department. In 
short, the District of New Mexico has all the burdens to bear 
of a Department, and a very large Department at that, and 
has none of the advantages which accrue to a Department. 
It deserves in the highest degree to be made a Department 
and we think the War Department, where it comes to a 
new laying out of military divisions will find it so.”

preparing a work upon the “ Battles of the Bible,” or “ Mili" 
tary History of Old Testament Times.” The Philadelphia 
papers highly endorse his address delivered before the His- 
torical Society of Pennsylvania last week, Friday, upon ‘‘The 
Strategy of the American Revolution.” It was given before 
the Long Island Historical Society last March. A small 
volume, ‘‘ Classical Writers upon Immortality,” being per- 
sonal translations from Latin and Greek authors, will soon 
go to the printers, 

Tae Omaha Herald of a recent date says: ‘ Quite a nota- 
ble party of Mexican prisoners passed through Omaha last 
night for the Detroit house of correction. The party was 
composed of Colonel Thomas Martinez, Feliciana Marquez, 
Ricardo Garcia, Maruel Castillo and Louis Rana. They were 
the leaders of a revolutionary party organized and equipped 
in Arizona, last August, against the Mexican government ; 
their operations being directed against Sonora. They had 
about 180 followers. They were tried, convicted, and sen- 
tenced to five years in the house of correction at Detroit. 
The crime with which they were charged was the violation of 
neutrality laws between the United States and Mexico. They 
were all at one time in the military service of Mexico, and 
Col. Martinez was conceded to be the finest cavalry officer in 
the Mexican army. The prisoners were heavily ironed.” 

Mr. E. L. ANDERSON, of Brighton, England, a nephew of 
the late Gen. Robert Anderson, U. 8. A., writes to the New 
York Herald in defence of Gen. Anderson’s conduct at Fort 
Sumter in April, 1861. He says: ‘‘ Theidea promulgated by 
Capt. J. G. Foster that the assault after a week or ten days’ 
bombardment would have been questionable has not been 
supported by the judgment of abler military critics than that 
‘celebrated’ general. Capt. Foster was with Maj. Anderson 
in Fort Sumter, but was not properly of his command, as he 
had the charge of the engineering works of Charleston Har- 
bor. Both he and the erratic Doubleday depreciated Ander- 
son’s services during his life and after he died of disease 
contracted in the Seavice. In Cullum’s ‘ History of West 
Point’ the services of these three officers are set forth, and 
the country may judge from which was to be expected the 
most, and whether there is any reason to believe that either 
of the others would have been more competent to manage 
the defence of Sumter.” In regard to Judge Black’s well 
known article in the Galaxy magazine on the same subject 
he says: *‘ Judge Black asserted that the credit of the occu- 
pation of Fort Sumter was not due Maj. Anderson, and that 
of his own knowledge there were records in the War Depart- 
ment showing the idea originated with Floyd. I knew at the 
time that this was false, but by the advice of Gen. Holt I did 
not then refute the statement, and waited for Maj. Ander- 
son’s reputation to be vindicated by the publication of these 
records.” Finally, in regard to his uncle, Mr. Anderson adds : 

He had served through two wars. He had been brevetted 
for gallantry (when that compliment meant something) in 
the Mexican war. He had been dangerously wounded at 
Molino del Rey. Which one of his traducers has such a 
record for gallantry and patriotism? His father rendered 
distinguished services in. the Revolutionary war. The sons 
of three of his brothers fought under the flag of the Union, 
and one of his brothers was a soldier in the Union Army 
and received wounds in battle. Not one member of his 
father’s family took sides with the South. He had every 
reason to be, and he was from the first and always, a sup- 
porter of the Government. There is not only no reason to 
call the loyalty of Maj. Anderson into question, but to do so 
is a base and cruel wrong against the memory of a soldier 
whu devoted his life and energies to his country.

Tue Washington correspondent of the Boston Journal 
writes as follows : ‘‘ Two years ago the leading graduates in 
she class of cadet engineers were Messrs. H. R. Yatewood of 
Virginia and Francis T. Bowles of Massachusetts, a nephew 
of the late Sam Bowles of Springfield. Not satisfied with 
the course of studies through which they had so success- 
fully passed, they obtained, through the exertions of Senator 
Dawes and Representative Goode, permission to enter the 
Royal Naval College at Greenwich, England. At the end of 
the first year they received first class certificates. During 
the summer months they spent eight weeks at work in the 
yard and office of one of the first merchant ship yards on 
the Clyde—that of Denny and Brother of Dumbarton. They 
have thus become theoretically and practically conversant 
with the construction of iron and steel ships, and have 
collected a large amount of valuable information on naval 
architecture which cannot but be of great use to the 
Government when they return.” 

Pay Inspector G. L. Davis, who was placed on the re- 
tired list of the Navy on account of the action of the ex- 
amining board new in session at the Navy Department, pro- 
tests on the ground that the board did not act upon the facts 
in his case, and that it is an examining, not a retiring board. 
The law applicable to this case was section 1447 R. 8., which 
provides that ‘‘ when the case of any officer has been acted 
upon by a board of naval surgeons and an examining board 
for promotion, as provided in chapter 4 of this title, and he 
shall not have been recommended for promotion by both of 
the said boards, he shall ve placed upon the retired list.” 
[f the board had been a retiring board the provision applica- 
ble would have beee section 1454 R. 8., as follows: ‘*‘ When 
said board finds that an officer is incapacitated for active 
service, and that his incapacity is not the result of any ivci- 
dent of the service, such officer shall, if said decision is 
approved by the President, be retired from active service on 
furlough pay, or wholly retired from service with one year's 
pay, as the President may determine.” 

Ir is to be hoped that Lieut. Barnett, 5th Artillery, will 
resign his line commission as soon as he is confirmed 4 cap- 
tain in the Quartermaster’s Department, as Lieut. Sage will 
then get his promotion, which he has been waiting for for 
nearly thirteen years.

Tue San Francisco News Letter gives the following as a 
reminiscence : ‘‘In 1852-3 the late Isaac M. Hall was mine 
host of the Union Hotel, the same building which stands on 
the corner of Kearny and Merchant streets, and was subse- 
quently added to the Jenny Lind Theatre when that building 
wes sold by Thomas Maguire to the municipality for a city 
hall. Mr. Hall leased the billiard room to U. 8. Grant and 
T. H. Stevens, which was not run very long nor successfully 
by those gentlemen. U. 8. Grant’s history since that time 
belongs to the world. T. H. Stevens has not been so promi- 
nent, although he is an admiral in the U. 8S. Navy and com- 
mands the Pacific squadron.” 

Tue officers of the 6th Cavalry have instituted a very em- 
phatic objection, endorsed by Gens. McDowell and Willcox, 
against the restoration to the Army of Edwin Mauck and 
John W. Chickering, formerly officers of the 6th Cavalry, and 
Harlow L. Street, Robert P. Wilson, and Edward Byrne, 
formerly officers of the Ist, 5th, and 10th regim »nts of Cay- 
alry, respectively. The objections to Messrs. Street and 
Byrne, are based upon the fact that it would be an injustice 
to reappoint them to the rank they held at the time the; 
were diswissed from the Service. There is no objection made 
to the reinstatement of these officers, provided they are 
placed at the foot of their grade. With reference to Wilson, 
the objection, which is fully indorsed by Col. Carr, of the 6th 
Cavalry, is that he is not suitable as an officer of any army. 
It is alleged that he did not resign on account of sickness, 
‘‘ but for private reasons, after vainly endeavoring to obtain 
a sick certificate, which was refused by two dovtors, who 
carefully and repeatedly examined him—the regiment being 
then in the field on arduous and dangerous duty.” Lieut. 
Henry P. Kingsbury and others of the same regiment, pro- 
test against Chickering because he was ‘‘a notorious drunk- 
ard.” Capt. McLellan’s personal objection to Mauck and 
Chickering is because “the former was a notorious gambler, 
and the latter a confirmed drunkard.’ These formal objec- 
tions, which came through the regular military channels to 
the Secretary of War, were transmitted by him to Congress, 
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in response to an urgent request that he take measures to 
defeat the proposed legislation which would restore these 
officers. In his communication, Secretary Ramsey took oc- 
casion to suggest that in considering propositions for the 
appointing of officers under such circumstances, the com- 
manding officers of the regiments to which they were form- 
erly attached be allowed to have a hearing. Mauck, Street, 
and Byrne were mustered out Jan. 1, 1871; Chickering was 
cashiered Jan. 27, 1875 ; Wilson resigned July 29, 1876. Capt. 
Mauck died in Washington last summer of the disease, con- 
sumption, which has just carried off his brother, Maj. Mauck.

Mason CLARENCE Mavok, 9th Cavalry, who died at San 
Antonio, Texas, Jan. 25, 1881, of consumption, was born in 
Indiana, and appointed a 2d lieutenant in the Ist U. 8. Cav. 
March 27, 1861. He was promoted to be Ist lieutenant 4th 
Cay. May 9, 1861; captain 4th Cav. Nov. 5, 1863, and major 
9th Oay. March 9, 1879. He was brevetted captain for meri- 
torious and gallant services in battle of Stone River, Tenn., 
Dec. 31, 1862, and brevet major for same services during the 
Atlanta campaign, Oct. 11, 1864. Major Mauck was a brother 
of Capt. Edwin Mauck, formerly of the 6th Cavalry, who 
died recently of the same disease. The two brothers were 
very much alike in personal appearance but very unlike in 
character, Major Mauck being an excellent soldier.

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THE REGULARS AND THE MILITIA. 


Wuen the country settled down to trantuillity and 
a sense of security, following the Revolutionary War, 
the question of providing for future safety presented 
itself to Congress. Influenced by that jealousy of 
standing armies which has always characterized the 
Anglo-Saxon people, the National Legislature deter- 
mined to limit our permanent force to the actual re- 
quirements of immediate necessity, and supplement it 
by a State militia which should serve as an auxiliary 
to the Regular Army, without losing its distinct associ- 
ation with the people in sympathy and interest. It was 
intended to thus create a popular Army, fitted by at 
least some degree of military training to bear the brunt 
of war, should the regular forces need to be reinforced ; 
and, indeed, in the expectation of the more enthusiastic 
advocates of the system, to do away altogether with the 
need ot a standing Army. Though the result has by 
no means justified the more extravagant expectations, 
the militia has undoubtedly played an important part 
in our military history. 

At the time of the Revolution the want of that dis- 
cipline which, during the short periods of their service 
could not well be perfected, greatly embarrassed the 
militia, and later on the continually recurring disputes 
between the National and State authorities hampered its 
usefulness in our controversies with the mother country. 
In the war with Mexico, and most notably during our 
civil contest, the militia—in so far as the State volun- 
teers may be said to fairly represent it—proved its 
usefulness, and more nearly justified the wisdom of 
those who sought to devise a system in which the neces- 
sities of national defence in emergency should be 
reconciled with the preservation of that liberty of in- 
dividual action, which in this country is guarded with 
such jealousy. 

As the militia are and must continue to be a necessary 
part of our military system, it is well to cousider in 
what way they can be made more efficient, and more 
completely assimilated in ideas and training to the Regu- 
lar Army, with which they are to co-operate in case of 
need. One of the most hopeiul signs for the future 
of the militia is the growing interest shown in the 
course of military instruction now being pursued in 
many colleges under the direction of Army officers. 
The military assuciations and ideas thus early formed 
have a strong tendency to influence the pupils of these 
institutions to affiliate with the military organizations 
of their respective States, and the course of training 
undergone adds to their efficiency as members of these 
organizations and enlarges the possibility of securing 
trained soldiers for the Republic when called for. 
Another hopeful sign for the militia is the notable 


tion of the Adjtitint-Genetal’s Office, between the De- 
partment of War and the military authorities of the 
States, and the recognition of the State organizations as 
the proper nursery which in time of war is to furnish 
officers to command the volunteer forces. Owing to 
this, and owing above all to their growing, adsimilitiott 
to the Regulat Army even in matters of lesser detail, 
the State militia are fast assuming a place of great 
military importance, and the ~rejudice with which dis- 
ciplinarians of the stricter sci.ool have heen traditionally 
wont to regard the ‘‘citizen soldier,” i5 disappearing 4s 
this impottance is recognized. 

Beyond a doubt the most serious question affecting 
the militia to-day, and one which in some cases unwit- 
tingly, and in others with full knowledge, is entering 
most Intgely into all projects for its advancement, is 
that of perfecting the uniformity between the Regular 
Army and the State forces. The desire for this confor- 
mity seems general. The Adjutant-Generals of the 
several States are at present in receipt of all orders 
emanating from the War Department, aitél it 18 belleved 
that #8 Boon Ha published the new Regulations will be 
adopted by the States with as much entirety as the 
essential features of the two Services will permit. The 
future military effect of this assimilation has been 
foreshadowed in the following words of the Adjutant- 
General of the Aimy: ‘‘it needs no special argument 
to demonstrate the manifold advantages thut would 
necessarily flow from perfect unifcrmity. Trained by 
the same manuals ; using—in the internal economy of a 
company, regiment, or brigade—the same forme for 
returns; requisition®, teports; ett.; fovernttl fi theif 
annual ercampments precisely in the same manner as a 
military camp in the presence of an enemy, almost 
every member of the State Guards would be qualified 
for a commission in the volunteers. Under this plan, in 
actual netd, Gre hiindred thousand men, so officered, 
could be added to the Regular Army without jarring or 
confusion, and, at the outset, would have the ad 7antage 
of being ‘well in hand,’ the great desideratum of an 
army in active service.” 

This recognition by the War Department of the vulue 
which properly organized State militias would possess, 
as auxiliaries to the Regular Army, has developed two 
classes of advocates. The first of these, while recogniz- 
ing the vast importance of such a system and heartily 
willing to lend their efforts to its perfection, at the same 
time desires that the militia should preserve its identity 
as a State force ; is unwilling that the autonomy of the 
States in this matter should be at all infringed on, and 
seeks, while augmenting its value as an adjunct, to pre- 
vent its becoming in time completely merged in the 
Regular forces. The second, and by no means the 
smaller of these classes, has of late been laboring to 
connect the separate systems of the State militias into 
one grand National Guard, or, in simpler words, to render 
them in their proposed perfection merely an enlarge- 
ment of the Regular Army. 

The the idea advocated by the latter class contain 
the germ of an evil which, if not carefully provided 
against, might in the event of the success of their en- 
deavors result in no little harm. 

The mere perfect the assimilation between the 
militia and the Regular Army the greater the de- 
pendence of the former, and this dependence, though 
unadmitted and even unrecognized, will, commencing in 
matters of lesser detail and importance, gradually and 
surely extend itself. The militia, beginning by receiv- 
ing its models and instruction from the Regular Army, 
will in time participate in the general tone of its 
thoughts, feelings, and prejudices, will seek always the 
same channel of information and instruction, and will 
look with a disciplined subordination to the same sole 
centre for commands. In this manner, as the routine 
of similar business begins to effect a more intimate 
union, the patronage which the Government extends 
through its military Department will extend and widen 
until the line which marks the separation between De- 
partmental supervision and official control has been 
narrowed into nothing. As a consequence many of the 
more ambitious of the militia officers would seek recog- 
nition from the General Government, and in the fur- 
therance of their efforts would necessarily strive to 
carry with them to their new positions the authority 
from which they derived their consideration. Honor 
would be a sufficient guerdon for some, whilethe salary 
attached to Governmental officers would stimulate the 
exertions of not a few others, and this union of ambition 
and irterest would extend, the complications arising 
between the General and State authorities would in- 
crease, and the popular prejudices to armies would 
weaken; until at last our national standing Army, at 
present hmited to a few thousands, would be counted 
by the million,

Sentatives of a small handful of 25,000 men, they 
Hecomé thé dcticdited and ¥aluable agents of an army 
of upwards of six millions and a half. 

With two such powerful elements at work, theone found 
in the militia, the other in the Regular forces, and both 
tending with unmistakable certainty to the same end, we 
can see that without some measure of prudent foresight 
there is in this coming assimilation, besides the 
great arid Beneficial results indicated by the Adjutant- 
General, a germ of danger td the Hepublic. This 
danger lies in the centralization of the military powéf 
of the country in one strong, independent hand. This 
is an era of centralization ; our growing tastes, habits, 
thoughts, and condition are veering in that direction, 
and many of dur interests even seem imperatively to 
demand such strengthening ; yet it is tiot wise to over- 
look the many bitter lessons of the dangers of such a 
tendency which the past affords us. 

We are heartily in favor of everything that improves 
uf nillitid Without talking it out of its proper sphere; 
but we must not lose sigit of its relations to that system 
of checks and balances which has been wisely devised 
for the preservation of our liberties. In our endeavors 
toward military efficiency we must not overlook the 
importdut pdrt which our system of State sovereignty 
plays in the administration of the Government. 





POINTS ON THE WHITTAKER COURT. 


The Secretary of War has directed the Commanding 
Generdl of the Department of Missouri to order 2d 
Lieut. R. Burnett, 9th U. 8. Cavalry, to report to Major 
A. B. Gardner, Judge Advocate of the Whittaker Court, 
as witness, Lieut. Burnett was a cadet at the time of 
the events out of which grew the present trial and was 
the first in Cadet Whittaker’s room on the morning of 
the occurrence. It will be remembered also that he 
gave an exhibition before the Court of Inquiry at West 
Point of the practicability of a person tying himself in 
the manner in which Cadet Whittaker was found tied. 

Mr. Cochran, stenographer of the New York Court of 
Common Pleas, has been secured as stenographer of the 
Court, for which his experience with the Howard 
Court of Inquiry, Fitz John Porter Board and Hazen- 
Stanley Court, makes him well fitted. 

On account of his duties with the Whittaker Court 
Major Gardner has been obliged to postpone the argu- 
ment in full bench of U. S. Circuit Court on the ques- 
tion as to whether the statute of limitation in the 838d 
Article of War applies to deserters. It is understood 
that in case a favorable decision is not obtained in the 
Circuit Court the case will be taken to the Supreme 
Court. 











HEALTH OF THE REGULAR ARMY. 


From acareful study and consolidation of thedatagiven 
in the Surgeon-General’s reports for the past 12 years we 
are enabled to present the following tables relative to 
the general health of the two classes of troops (white 
and colored), which compose the United States Army. 
The estimates are per 1,000 of mean average strength 
for each class, and an average of the aggregate for each 
Class covering the whole period is given at the foot of 
each table. 

Annual Health of the Regular Army per 1,000 Men of 


Mean Average Strength, Consolidated from Annual 
Reports of Surgeon-General U. 8. A. 
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An examination of the averages given in these state- 
ments shows that white troops are somewhat oftener 
upon the sick report than colored, both in number of 
cases and in constancy, while their death rate is con- 
siderably less. A comparison of the columns relating 
to wounded, giving the number of cases, the con- 
stancy, and the deaths therefrom, shows that both 
classes of troops have been about equally engaged 
during the whole period under consideration, though 
the exposure has been sometimes quite unequal in 
particular years for the two classes. The years noted 
for yellow fever, cholera, hard Indian fighting, etc., 
may be readily distinguished from the rest by their 
higher annual rates. 

Such a consolidation, relating to the whole military 
equation, aud giving its rates of enlistments, re-enlist- 
ments, discharges, desertions, etc., for the same period, 
would be not only interesting, but of considerable 
value asa basis for many of the important estimates 
and calculations that come up in the course of a year at 
every division and department headquarters. 

The averages of such tables, extending over all the 
variables in the constitution of the military personnel of 
our Army may be safely taken as a basis for all 
general and annual estimates. These averages may be 
varied to suit probable emergencies such as the special 
demands after a year of epidemic diseases, or of 
specially hard Indian and other duties. It is after all 
simply a scientific basis for the study of military prob- 
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abilities in times of such comparative peace as we now 
enjoy that is thus afforded, while such extraordinary 
demands as result from an actual state of war will be 
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nature from those whose studies may lean towards 
military statistics, especially towards those of our 
Own country.

DvuRING an experience of nearly twenty years with 
various administrations, we have found it of small profit 
to criticise Executive action in matters controlled by 
personal preferences. Thereis a good deal of humam 
nature in Presidents, as well as in others, and so long as 
the matter of retirement in the Army, and to some ex- 
tent of promotidn, continues to be left at the discretion 
of the Executive, officers will find occasion to complain 
of unfair discrimination. The remedy isin the adop- 
tion for the Army of the naval system of compulsory 
retirement and perhaps of the naval system of promo- 
tion, which provides for a steady advance from the 
lower to the higher grades, qualified by the examina- 
tion, physical, mental, moral and professional, to which 
every naval officer is obliged to submit before he cam 
get his commission to a new grade, under penalty of 
going on to the retired list if he fails, or of being 
dropped wholly from the Service, under certain condi- 
tions. 

But even this system will be disappointing if Con- 
gress can not be persuaded to attend to its legitimate 
business, instead of interfering with the orderly course 
of Army and Navy administration by its bills for per- 
sonal relief. We are glad to see that this abuse is at- 
tracting increased attention, and, were it not for the 
necessity of educating a new Congress every two years, 
we should hope to see it corrected in time. The 
recommendation which comes from the Arnty that a law 
should be passed compelling those who know the facts 
in the case to be consulted before introducing a bill to 
reinstate an officer, Congress should adopt in its own 
interest not less than in that of the Services.

Army officers and dealers seem to be in a state of un- 
certainty in regard to the new regulation black helmet 
for foot officers of the infantry and artillery. Accord- 
ing to the interpretation of the official’ order, which 
occasions this confusion, the helmet adopted tor them is 
the same pattern as for mounted officers, leaving off the 
braids and cords, which »rings it down to the shape 
recommended by the board and petitioned for; while 
the Quartermaster’s Department ‘say that the pattern 
conceived by Capt. Rodgers, M. 8. K., is the right one. 
The difficulty results from not giving to the order (G. 
O. No. 4), the interpretation it was intended to have. 
It describes: first, ‘‘ Helmet for field officers—according 
to the pattern on file in the office of the Quartermaster- 
General. Body of cork,” etc. Under ‘‘ Helmet for 
other officers of foot troops” is said: ‘‘Same as above 
except,” etc. The words ‘‘ same as above” are intended 
to include the previous statement ‘‘ according to pattern 
on file in the Office of the Quartermaster-General.” The 
pattern ‘for other officers, foot troops,” on file is dif- 
ferent from the pattern on file for field officers, which is 
the same, however, as that for ‘‘ other officers of 
mounted troops and of Signal Corps.” There are, in 
short, four patterns on file and referred to in the order, 
viz. : one for field officers and other officers of mounted 
troops and Signal Corps, another helmet for ‘‘ other 
officers of foot troops,” the officers’ summer helmet, and 
the helmet for enlisted men. The cuts we published 
last week can be depended upon as exact reproductions 
of the photographs taken by the Government photo- 
graphers from the patterns in the Office of the Quarter- 
master-General. 

-We notice that the spike and base of the helmet for 
foot officers are as worn by the British army, not even 
changing the device of the rose, shamrock and thistles 
which appears on each end of the spike—base and the 
side buttons—and instead of the eagle which was 
sketched by Thos. Nast for the Board, the old design 
with slight alterations has been retained. 

The wearing of the helmet should be extended to the 
General Officers of our Army. The Emperor William, 
Counts Von Moltke and Bismark look as fierce and war- 
like under their helmets’ shadow as any of their in- 
ferior officers. A gilt eagle in place of the spike and 
four, three, two and one stars in the escutcheon for the 
General, Lieut.-General, Major-Generals, and Brigadier- 
Generals, are suggested. 


CAPT. CORBIN’S CASE. 


Tue bill for the relief .of Capt. Thomas G. Corbin, 
U. 8S. N., brings up for the decision of Congress the 
question heretofore discussed in the JournaL, as to 
whether an officer of the Navy, before receiving his 
promotion, is obliged to appear personally before an 
examining board for the purpose of oral examination. 

In last week’s JouRNAL we gave the pith of the report 
of the Senate Naval Committee in favor of this bill 
(8S. 1050) to restore Capt. Thomas G. Corbin to the re- 
tired list of the Navy. The following additional ex- 
tracts may be of interest - 

‘The whole case narrows down to a simple interpre- 
tation of the true intent and meaning of the sections 
just quoted. Your committee have carefully examined 
Capt. Corbin’s history while in the navaj service, and 
find that his record is unexceptionable and without 
blemish. He was appointed acting midshipman in 
1838, and passed through all the intermediate grades of 
the service, having acquitted himself in a most merito- 
rious and gallant manner throughout the entire war, and 
in July, 1866, was promoted to the rank of captain. 
On the 2ist day of May, 1873, Capt. Corbin was ordered 
to report in Washington to Rear-Admiral Rodgers for 
examination Lamon se A to promotion. In obedience 
thereto he appeared before the examining board, and 
was referred to the medical board for physical examina- 
tion. This board examined and recommended him as 
physically qualified for promotion. He was then in- 
formed by the examining board that he would be 
required to submit to an oral examination to test his 
proficiency in the knowledge of his profession. He 
refused to submit to this oral examination on the ground 
that it was entirely beyond the purview of the act of 
April 21, 1864, and declined to appear before the board. 
Capt. Corbin was thereupon discharged from further 
attendance before the board, who submitted a report to 
the Secretary of the Navy refusing to recommend him 
for promotion. The Secretary then offered him an 
opportunity to reconsider his determination not to ap- 
pear before the examining board, of which privilege he 
again declined to avail himself. The papers in the case 
were then, by request of Capt. Corbin, placed before 
the President, who sustained the action of the Depart 
ment. Capt. Corbin still declining to appear before the 
board for the purpose of an oral examination, on Janu- 
ary 5, 1874, he was, by order of the Secretary of the 
Navy, placed upon the retired list. This isthe sum 
and substance of the whole case. 

“Your committee, after maturely examining the act 
of April 21, 1864, are of the opinion that it leaves it 
optional with the 














officer, to be present or absent 


during the examination. The act simply intended the 
ascertainment of an officer’s fitness, mentally, morally, 
and professionally, by examination of witnesses and 
records. The framers of the act could not have meant 
to subject an officer like Capt. Corbin, who had served 
his country faithfully and gallantly for thirty five years, 


could receive that promvution which he so eminently 
deserved. Such an examination of young midshipmen 
about entering the Navy, or of clerks about entering 


enough, but to require a person of the age and service 
of Capt. Corbin to submit to such a thing would be un- 
fair and unjust in every respect. 

‘*Under section 4 of the act of July 16, 1862, no 
interrogation of officers upon professional subjects was 
ever made, because their professional reputation was 
satisfactorily established by the records of the Depart- 
ment and testimony of witnesses. A similar interpreta- 
tion of section 3 of the act of 1864 was doubtless in- 
tended, otherwise that act would never have given the 
candidate for promotion the option of appearing or not 
appearing before the examining board. It requires his 
presence before the board of naval surgeons to ascertain 
his physical fitness, but it leaves his mental, moral, and 
professional qualifications to be ascertained from the 
files of the Department and the testimony of his brother 
officers.” 

[They quote from several officerstoshow Capt. Corbin’s 
high character, and continue] : 

‘*Tt was the duty of the examining board to summon 
reliable witnesses to testify as to whether, in their 
epinion, based on actual knowledge of and contact with 
Capt. Corbin, he was mentally, morally, and profes- 
sionally qualified to fill a higher rank than the one he 
held. It was also its duty to call upon the Department 
for all the papers connected with his naval career, to 
examine them carefully to see whether he had ever 
been charged with conduct unbecoming an officer, or 
whether he had ever been guilty of intemperance, aad 
when it had done that its power ended; it could go no 
farther, and it was its duty to either recommend or not 
recommend him for promotion, as the evidence might 
justify, and any examination beyond this was a usurpa- 
tion of power totally unwarranted by law. That Capt. 
Corbin was a brave, honest, intelligent, and reputable 
naval officer there is no doubt; neither is there a doubt 
but that he was unjustly dealt with in being placed 
upon the retired list without cause. 

Jan. 24th, the House Naval Committee expressed the 
opinion in a report recommending the passage of the 
bill in favor of Capt. Corbin ‘‘ that it was never the in- 
tention of the act to subject officers of high rank aud 
long-established reputation to the humiliation of an oral 
technical examination, required in no other service in 
the world, and utterly ineffectual to any good purpose, 
when left to the arbitrary limitation of the Secretary of 
the Navy or an examining board.” They hold that ‘it 
is evident that in imposing such a condition as a pre- 
requisite to promotion the Department exceeded its 
powers and practically usurped the functions of the 
law-maker.” 

We hope that Secretary Goff, who is an able lawyer,

LETTER FROM THE BOSTON YARD. 

Boston, Jan. 25, 1881. 
The principal work going on here is that of repairing, 
or rather rebuilding the Hartford. This historic ship, 
whose name will go down to posterity linked with that 
of the Constitution, will be virtually a new ship when 
she leaves the constructor’s hands. The spar deck, 
which was put on just before her last cruise to China in 
1872, has been removed, and when she comes out of the 
dry dock she will be more like the Hartford of Farragut 
than before. The removal of the spar deck will proba- 
bly add to her sailing qualities, and add to her efticiency 
at sea, but it will make her far less comfortable. The 
Brooklyn, oo, at the New York Navy-yard, has lost her 
spar deck, but the Lancaster, at the Portsmouth yard, 
will retain hers. All these ships will have improved 
ventilating arrangements, and the air ports will be of the 
largest practicable size. These three ships will probably 
all be in commission before the year closes, and will re- 
quire a large number of officers. ‘Their destination is 
unknown to the outside world, but there is a very gen- 
eral impression that the Lancaster will go out to relieve 
the Trenton in the _ fall. 

The rope-walk is doing more work than usual this 
winter, having fallen behind in consequence of the fire 
last August, which came near being very destructive, 
and which, in spite of the most strenuous exertions, 
destroyed $25,000 of property. There is little doubt 
but that it was the work of an incendiary, but up to this 
time no one has been able to collect sufficient evidence 
to convict, and so the criminal, whoever he may be, is 
unpunished.

Tue following despatches have been received at the 
War Department : 

Sr. Paui, Mryn., Jan. 21, 1881. 
To Adjt.-General U. 8. Army, Washingwon, D. C.: 

The following despatch from Major Liges, at Camp Poplar 
River, under date of 9th, has just been received : 

** Returned from Wolf Point this afternoon, whither I had 
gone, accompanied by Ist Lieut. T. M. Woodruff, 5th Inf., 
and two men as a guard, to meet the hostiles under Crow 
King, reported to be fifty-one lodges strong, in a very suf- 
fering and destitute condition. Met Allison between Wolf 
Point and this camp and directed him to return to the In- 
dians and not to leave them again until he had passed beyond 
Poplar River on his way to Buford with them. The camp at 
the present time is fifteen miles above Wolf Point, is slowly 
marching down and consists of over three hundred souls 
(eighty of them full grown warriors), 200 horses and about 
fifty or sixty guns. It includes the chiefs Good Bear, Crow 
King, Big Shirt, Long Dog, and Black Eagle, the latter one 
of the hostages sent down by Gen. Miles in 1876 to the Chey- 
enne Agency, from which he subsequently escaped. Their 
people will surrender to Major Brotherton at Buford upon 
arrival, and I will not come in contact with them except to 
keep them from starving and freezing to death. This sur- 
render is a very importaut one, and I am endeavoring to keep 
the band intact. 

** Allison wiil do it, and to Major Brotherton and the 
former much credit is due for having accomplished thus 
much, although Allison has failed in the main enterprise— 
the capture of Sitting Bull—but the latter is now crippled be- 
yond a possibility of doing any more harm, an‘ he will have 
to sue for an asylum at an early day. I think that by going 
with part of my command to the line and demanding the 
surrender of Sitting Bull's camp the officer in charge on the 
other side will deliver him and his followers to me. The 
officer is Capt. Crozier, of the mounted police force, a very 
careful and efficient officer, and I have been informed by 
reliable persons directly from him that such action on his 
part is authorized by the Canadian government and had been 
the subject of a full and complete understanding between 
Crozier and Sitting Bull before the latter left Canadian ter- 
ritory. It is now ascertained that Sitting Bull has acted in 
b:d faith all through the negotiations, and that he was prin- 
cipally influenced by a lingering hope of the promised power- 
ful help of Maj. Walsh, of the mounted police. Had Allison 
received your instruction to use great haste in bringing nego- 
tiations to a speedy close in time I believe [could have bagged 
the whole camp on the morning of the 11th inst. When 
Sitting Bull sent his promise to Allison to surrender at once 
he started for Canada up Porcupine Creek immediately after 
his courier had left, showing thereby that he intended deceit 
and had no intention to surrender. Low Dog, the hostile 
who killed the mail driver Henry Frieze in July last, between 
Sarnall’s station and O’Fallon Creek, is with Sitting Bull, and 
no doubt exercises a bad influence, he being afraid of being 
punished for this murder when captured. The man Thomp- 
son’s influence has been very bad throughout. He is the 
wheel of the camp, and his occupation is gone whenever 
Sitting Bull gives up. The column from Assinniboine might 
safely return without interference with the success of further 
movements, and the detachment from the 7th Infantry per- 
taining to Fort Buford can now be relieved, as I have enough 
force to do what might be required of me.” 

If Maj. Ilges is correct in his impression that the Canadian 
government has instructed its officers to deliver Sitting Bull 
and his followers upon a request being presented, I think he 
should proceed at once to the boundary line and ask that 
they be given up, but of course it is entirely beyond my pro- 
vince to direct such action. I ask for instructions, and that 
they be given as speedily as possible. I send this direct, in 
the absence of Gen. Sheridan from his headquarters.

For the information of the department commander I 
furnish the following letter from Allison, which reached here 
at noon to-day : 

Goop Beaa’s Camp, Jan. 21, 1881. 


To Major Iiges : 

I found the camp about two miles above the mouth of Box 
Elder River. The indians have moved about four miles from 
where I first found them when I visited them with Mr. Diebl. 
They were moving as fast as poscible. Mauy of their h rses are 
dying, : nd the squaws are having much of theirs uff to pack on 
their backs I will move with tuem to-morrow and take them as 
far as I can. There are fifty-one tepees and about seventy 
families. I have learned all ubout the stampede. Sitting Bull 
said that. he would go to Woody Mountain and come from there 
with some of the mounted police to Buford. Thompson did 
everything he could to tak+ him back. The band had very little 
food, and the Indians here say that mavy of toem will starve to 
death before tney reach Woody Mountain, and that Sitting Bull 
will yet be glad cnough to come to Buford without an escort of 
redcoats. I shall get these Indians to Poplar Creek as soon as I 
possibly can, and there I think wagons can be employed to help 
them to Buford. E. H. ALLISON. 

I start Capt. Snyder with Company F, 5th Infantry, and 
all available transportation at this post, including twelve 
wagon trains pertaining to Constructor Broadwater, at day- 
light to-morrow for Wolf Point to bring down these Indians, 
and also the baled hay purchased by me some time ago an 
much needed here. It has been necessary to purchase some 
supplies at Wolf Point, and I have done the best I could, 
and I hope that the department commander will approve my 
action. I think these Indians will leave this point for 
Buford on the morning of the 25th inst. I will send along 
with them a detachment of the 2d Infantry, under Lieut. 
Booth. This morning I started out on a scouting expedition 
toward the line opposite Woody Mountain, with a detach- 
ment of Indian scouts, lately enlisted. They are under 
Yellow Eagle, and commanded by Joe Culbertson, who has 
my written instructions. Through him I will soon learn the 
whereabouts and strength of Sitting Bull’s band. 

During last night a hostile arrived from Iron Dog’s camp, 
id that he and about fifty people and eight lodges are

o the way to this point to surrender. He is about twenty 
miles above Poplar and I expect him to-morrow. He 
remained near the line on this side when Sitting Bull lett. 
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If two companies of the 5th Infantry are to remain at 
Buford this winter I desire that this detail shall be made by 
some one else, as the records of the service are not accessible 
to me. When I return the route by Buford should be taken 
as the one offering the most comfort to men and animals, 

I think after I have cleaned up everything here and shall 
have forwarded all of the prisoners to Buford we will have 
bagged at least seven hundred of them, and that Sitting 
Bull will have lost interest as an objective point for the 
operations of the Army. Inexs, Major. 


AFFAIRS IN NEW MEXICO. 
SanTE Fz, N. M., January 15, 1881.

Santa Fz, N. M., Jan. 16, 1881.

Gen. Grierson telegraphs me from Concho on the 12th 
inst, that the mail going west on January 8 was reported as 
captured by Indians in Quitman Canyon. The driver and 
his team were killed and everything cut to pieces and carried 
away. This may have been done by parties of Mescaleros 
who surrendered at the agency on the 11th, reported in my 
telegram of yesterday 

The troops mentioned in the dispatch of yesterday as or- 
dered in pursuit of the party who committed depredations 
near Cummings, moved promptly. No further news of the 
Indians.

THE ARMY AND NAVY IN CONGRESS. 
BILLS PASSED. 


On Jan. 27th, the Senate passed the Naval appropri- 
ation bill just as reported, except that it first added the 
amendment offered by Mr. Burnside, admitting boys to 
the naval training school at 14 instead of 15 years of 


age. 

eThe bill provides for the ‘‘ transportation of 
funds,” increasing the appropriation for the equipment 
of vessels to $850,000; that for the contingent expense 
bureau of equipment to $60,000; for hydrographic in- 
formation to $45,000; for construction and repair to 
$1,600,000: for steam machinery to $900,000, and pro- 
viding that $75,000 of this last amount shall be imme- 
diately available for the purpose of converting the ships 
Brooklyn and Lancaster into flag ships. The appropria- 
tion for the forage of horses at the Mare Island Marine 
Barracks, is reduced from $750 to $500. 

The Senate, Jan. 27, passed the bill authorizing the 
issue ot an American register to the Egyptian steamer 
Dessoug, in which Lieutenant-Commander Gorringe 
brought over the Alexandrian obelisk. 

The bill relieving Passed Assistant Engineer Benja- 
min C. Bampton, U. 8S. Navy (retired), from the 
stoppages against him, $458.58, passed the Senate Janu- 
ary 20. He was allowed 75 per cent. of his sea pay 
under the authorization of Secretary Thompson when 
the law gave him but 50 per cent., and the difference 
was stopped against him. 

8. 529, to provide for the care and protection of 
quartermaster’s supplies passed the Senate January 20. 
It empowers the Secretary of War to select from the 
enlisted men of the Army twenty who shall have 
faithfully served therein eight years, five years of which 
in the grade of non-commissioned officer, as many 
quartermaster-sergeants as the service may require, not 
to exceed one for each military post or place of deposit 
of quartermaster’s supplies, whose duty it shall be to 
receive and preserve the quartermaster’s supplies at the 
posts, under the direction of the proper officers of the 
Quartermaster’s Department, and under such regula- 
tions as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of War. 
The quartermaster-sergeants thns authorized are to be 
subject to the Rules and Articles of War, and to receive 
for their services the same pay and allowances as 
ordnance-sergeants. The bill originally provides for 
one quartermaster-sergeant at each post, but was 
amended so as to limit the number to twenty. 

On Saturday, Jan. 22, the House passed the Senate 
bill (S. 1896), consolidating various House bills au. 
thorizing the acceptance of foreign decorations by va- 
rious persons. Admiral Almy, U.S. N., is authorized 
to accept a Hawaiian decoration; Commodore Nichol- 
son, U. S. N., and Joseph Irish, U.S. Marine corps, 
Spanish decorations, for services rendered the wrecked 
ship-of-war Pizarro; Gen. Francis A. Walker, Super- 
intendent of Census, and Lieut. Benj. H. Buckingham, 
U. 8. N., decorations for services at the Philadelphia 
and Paris Expositions; Capt. Henry Metcalfe, U. 8. 
Army, Turkish decoration for conducting inspection of 
arms ; Lieut. F. V. Greene, U. 8. Army, Russian deco- 
rations for bravery under fire at Shipka Pass and at the 
passage of the Balkans; Lieut. Z. L. Tanner, U. S. 
Navy, a pair of flower vases and a lacquered box, in 
acknowledgment of his services in rescuing four Japa- 
nese seamen from a wreck on the Pacific Ocean on the 
19th of January, 1877. To the bill is added these 
provisos : 

SEc. 2. ‘That no decoration, or other thing, the acceptance 
of which is authorized by this act, and no decoration hereto- 
fore accepted, or which may hereafter be accepted, by con- 
sent of Congress, by any officer of the United States, from 
any foreign government, shall be publicly shown or exposed 
upon the person of the officer so receiving the same. 

‘ SEc. 3. That hereafter any present, decoration, or other 

hing, which shall be conferred or presented by any foreign 
gevernment to any officer of the United States, civil, naval, 
ae gees shall be tendered through the Department of 
a ate, and to not the individual in person.

Jan. 28th the House adopted the resolution calling 
upon the Secretary of the Navy for all information in 
his possession relative to the latest torpedo invention. 


BILLS INTRODUCED. 


On the 21st of January Senator Logan introduced the 
following bill (S. 2070), which was referred to the Mili- 
tary Committee: To provide for the better selection of 
hospital stewards in the United States Army, and fixing 
their pay and allowances. Be it enacted, etc.. That 
hereafter applicants for the position of hospital steward 
in the United States Army (first class) shall be required 


to pass an examination as to their moral and professional | 


fitness for that grade before a toard of not less than 
three commissioned medical officers of the Army: Pro- 
vided, That no person shall be examined by any board 
without the written authority of the Surgeon General 
of the United States Army, and that no person shall re- 
ceive an appointment who has not been so examined 
and recommended. Sec. 2. That no hospital steward 
in the United States Army (first class) shall be dis- 
charged from the service of the United States before 
the expiration of his term of enlistment, except by the 
sentence of a General Court-martial, or upon his own 
application, approved by his commanding officer. Sec. 
8. That the pay of hospital stewards in the U. 8S. Army 
(first class) shall be fifty dollars monthly, and the in- 
crease for continuous service now allowed by law to 
enlisted men. Sec. 4. That the allowance of quarters, 
fuel, rations, and clothing shall be as now fixed by law. 
Sec. 5. That the provisions of this act shall not in any 
way interfere with or change existing laws or regula- 
tions relating to the appointment of hospital stewards of 
the second or third class. Sec. 6. That this act is to 
take effect immediately upon its passage. Sec. 7. That 
all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed. 

Jan. 21, Senator McPherson introduced the following 
bill, '(S. 2074,) for the relief of Captain William D. 
Whiting, United States Navy: Be it enacted, etc., That 
Captain William D. Whiting, United States Navy, hav- 
ing been promoted for faithful and efficient war service, 
and having served in the Navy faithfully for thirty-nine 
years anc upwards, shall, when ordered for examina- 
tion preparatory to promotion to the next higher grade, 
in the event of being found physically incapacitated, 
such incapacity having been contracted on duty, or be- 
ing incident thereto, be promoted to the next higher 
grade on the active-list notwithstanding said physical 
incapacity, and shall then be placed upon the retired- 
list of the Navy. 

This bill has been favorably reported by the Senate 
Naval Committee. 

Mr. Whitthorne, Jan. 24, introduced a bill, H. R., 
7003, appropriating $15,000 for the construction and 
test of Beverly Kennon’s counterpoise battery for the 
protection of cannon in coast defence and the field, also 


on board iron-plated vessels for river and harbor 


defence. 
REPORTS OF OOMMITTEES. 


The House Military Committee have reported against 
the bill to restore Wm. H. McElroy to the Army. 

The Committee on Pensions have reported adversely 
upon the bills, H. R. 3292 and 8. 7, granting a pension 
to the widow of Gen. Robt. C. Buchanan, U. §. A. 

The Committee on Naval Affairs, in their report on 
the bill [(H. R. 6788), to promote the efficiency of the 
Navy, say: ‘“‘ [his bili provides that hereafter when- 
ever, On inquiry, pursuant to law, concerning the fitness 
of an officer of the Navy for promotion, it shall appear 
that such officer seeking promotion is unfit to perform 
the duties at sea of the office to which it is proposed to 
promote him, by reason of drunkenness, or from any 
cause arising from his misconduct or want of capacity, 
not caused by or in consequence of the performance of 
his duty, he shall be discharged from the service and 
not placed on the retired list, and in that case he may be 
allowed the pay of his grade for one year and no more 
next after his discharge. Your committee believe that 
the enactment of such a law and its rigid enforcement 
will improve the morale and materially promote the effi- 
ciency of the Navy, and therefore recommend its 


passage. ule 

The bill, S. 129, authorizing the restoration,of the 
name of Thomas H. Carpenter, late captain 17th U. 8. 
Infantry , to the rolls of the Army, and providing that 
he be placed on the list of retired officers, has been re- 
ported by the Senate Miiitary Committee and amended 
to read as follows: Be it enacted, etc., That the Presi- 
dent of the United States be, and is hereby, authorized 
to nominate and, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, appoint T. H. Carpenter, late a captain 
17th Infantry, a captain of infantry in the Army of the 
United States; and, when so appointed, he shall be 
placed upon the list of retired officers of the Army. 

The Senate Military Committee, Jan. 26, reported a 
substitute for H. R. 6723, relative to retired officers, 
amending sections 1244, 1252 and 1253 R. S., to pro- 
vide that ‘‘when any officer has served forty-five years 
honorably and continuously as a commissioned officer, 
he shall, if he apply therefor, be retired from active 
service ; and on attaining the age of seventy years all 
officers shall be retired from active service.” Officers 
who have served less than twenty years to receive one 
half the pay of their rank. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs, Jan. 27, 
agreed to report favorably to the House Mr. Sparks’s 
bill which authorizes and directs the Secretary of War 
to constitute a board to consist of one Major-General, 
one Brigadier-General and three Colonels, three of said 
officers to be selected from among those appointed to 
the regular Army on account of distinguished services 
in the volunteer force during the war, and before whom 
the Secretary of War shall cause to appear all officers 
of the Army deemed by him unfit for the proper dis- 
charge of their duty from any cause except from age, 
injury received or disease contracted 1n the line of their 
duty, and directs said board to examine and report fully 
and specifically the nature and extent of such alleged 
unfitness, and that on recommendation of such board 
the President shall muster out of the service any of the 





said officers so reported, with one year’s pay, but that 


such muster out shall not be ordered without allowing 
such officers a hearing before such board to show cause 
against it. 

Senator Groome has given notice of an amendment 
to the bill to regulate appointments, etc., in the Marine 
Corps (S. 1933, and H. R. 6896, published last week), 
so us to provide ‘‘that any retired staff officer of the 
Marine Corps who served forty years before being re- 
tired, shall have the rank and pay of colonel on the 
retired-list; and any officer who served thirty years be- 


' fore being retired shall have the rank and pay of lieu- 


tenant-colonel on the retired-list; and any such officer 
who served twenty years before being retired shall have 


ithe rank and pay of major on the retired list.” 


The Senate Naval Committee on the 18th of Jan 
presented an earnest recommendation in favor of th 


| bill, stating that the Marine Corps has, by comparison, 
always presented a remarkably small proportion of offi- 
‘cers to enlisted men, and suffered in the matter of pro- 


| motion from this unequal distribution of officers in the 
various grades. They speak in high terms of the ser- 
vices of the corps and explain the provisions of the bill 
and the necessity for them, at length. The report is 
Senate Report No. 726. 

OCOMMUNIOATIONS. 

The memorial of Captain George A. Kensel, 5th Ar- 
tillery, against the restoration of Winder and Ransom 
was presented in the Senate by Mr. Beck, Jan. 21. 

A petition by 1st Lieut. Fred. A. Mahon, Engineer 
Corps, U. 8. A., that officers of the Army and Navy 
be relieved from the payment of duty on foreign scien- 
tific works intended for use in the service of the Govern- 
ment was referred to the Senate Committee on 
Finance. 

Two letters from the Secretary of the Navy were re- 
ceived and referred, asking means to dredge the Ana- 
costa River, for the purchase of land to extend the 
Washington Navy Yard, and to construct a timber shed 


there. 
DISCUSSIONS. 

In the debate by the Senate on the Indian Appropria- 

tion bill, Jan. 21, considerable attention was given to 
the following amendment, which was adopted: ‘‘ And 
out of this sum the Secretary of the Interior may make 
and pay such allowance, not exceeding the rate of 
$1,000 a year, as he shall think just, to Capt. R. H. 
Pratt, in charge of the school in Carlisle, Pennsylvania, 
from and after the passage of this act.” nators 
Edmunds and Call bore testimony from their personal 
observations to the excellent work performed by Capt. 
Pratt. Mr. Plumb, however, thought that such schools 
as that at Carlisle Barracks were of no permanent value 
to the Indians, and that ‘‘ the Indians whom Capt. Pratt 
converted at Saint Augustine, could have been con- 
verted just as well anywhere else, where there was 
plenty of flour and beef, under the auspices of any 
man who had plenty of them and a good spoon to feed 
them with. We are establishing here all the while the 
principle of paying men who enlist ostensibly for mili- 
tary services a great deal more for services that are not 
military. We are ingrafting upon the Army a civil 
establishment large and extravagant, which is making 
the Army to-day anything else but a military establish- 
ment. Talk about contact with the Indians! The 
man who serves on the frontier as Gen. Miles and other 
men of that kind have served and are serving to-day, 
undergoing the discomforts of that remote service, 
undergoing the dangers of a service that is truly mili- 
tary, are more entitled to pay, more entitled to con- 
sideration, more entitled to promotion and extra allow- 
ances that require and exhibit the favor of the Govern- 
ment than a class of men who, whether with or without 
their own consent, do not render military service—the 
only service that the Government now has for them to 
perform. They either seek—or at all events if they do 
not seek it they have the benefit of a quiet location, of 
the uninterrupted service, of social surroundings, of 
educational facilities, and everything which a man 
situated as Capt. Pratt is constantly has, and for the 
lack of which no money can compensate.” 
Senator Logan has made two unsuccessful attempts 
the past week to bring up the bill to place Gen. Grant 
on the retired list, and to authorize his being called into 
active service in an emergency. The Democratic Sena- 
tors Lamar, Davis, and McPherson voted with him, 
but otherwise the vote was a party one.

CAVALRY SCHOOLS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journa’; 


Sir: The wants of the Services have impressed offi- 
cers of all grades and branches with the necessities of a 
school of instruction for each of the branches of the 
Services, and particularly sv for the cavalry. Much 
has been said and written on the subject, and many 
—— and impracticable plans suggested, but all 
mplying the want of special legislation and appropria- 
tions. But without any of these the long coveted object has 
been quietly accomplished, and a veritable cavalry 
school of instruction is in full operation at the depot at 
Jefferson Barracks, Mo. 

Though in its incipiency the germ is there, is healthy, 
in fertile soil, and requires but time to develop into any 
proportion that may be desired, and the limited strength 
of the Army will permit. As yet the barracks will 
accommodate only about 500 men, but when the im- 
provements under way are completed there will be 
ample accommodation for 900, which strength being 
kept up will enable the superintendent of the mounted 
recruiting service to forward to the regiments men at 
least thoroughly instructed in the school of the soldier, 
and company mounted and dismounted, and some 
knowledge of the school of the battalion. 

The value of this can not be overestimated, yet is 
obvious to all who have seen the necessity of having 
trained and disciplined soldiers to join our regiments on 
the eve of campaigns against the best horsemen and 
marksmen that go to battle; and the disadvantages and 
actual hardship of receiving raw recruits, many of 
whom have never straddled a horse or shot a rifle, on 
such occasions as have occurred frequently heretofore ; 
not to include the many minor reasons of great im- 
portance. 

The new organization adopted is simply putting all 
the recruiting parties, odds and ends, necessary for run- 
ning the recruiting service and depot into one company, 
called the ‘‘ Depot Detachment,” and organizing four 
companies of men graded into four classes, as to length 
of instruction, known as *‘ Companies of Instruction,” 
A, B, C, and D. 

These companies are a exactly like all com- 
panies of cavuiry, and the first impressions received by 
recruits on joining the depot will be in harmony with 
what he finds when he joins his company on the 
frontier. 

While General Neill will have supervisory command 
as superintendent and command as commanding officer 
of the cavalry depot, Major Green, ist Cavalry, has 
immediate command as executive officer.

AUCASSIN AND NICOLETTE. 


WE are indebted to Mr. A. Rodney Macdonough, a 
son of the Commodore, ior the presentation in English 
dress of one of the few surviving love songs of the 
Troubadour days.* It is found in a French manuscript, 
No. 2168 of the National Library, and its origin is placed 
not later than the close of the twelfth century. It is in 
the form of a recitation accompanied with verse and is 
a master piece in its way, the work of a genuine artist. 
Mr. Macdonough is, as he is described in an introductory 
note by Mr. E. C. Stedman, ‘‘ a gentleman of exact and 
refined scholarship, and his work shows a sensiti7e ren- 
dering of the grace of the original, with the quaint turns of 
thought and delicacies of early romantic feeling.” Mr. 
Stedman has introduced a fragment of his own verse, 
in which an episode in the volume is most happily ren- 
dered as follows. It is a remarkable exhibition, especi- 
ally considering the age, of that reckless spirit which 
characterizes the true lover, careless of everything ex- 
cept the possession of the one object sought :

DRUNKENNESS ON DUTY. 


Waar properly constitutes the Military offence of 
“‘Prunkenness on duty” has long been a disputed 
question. In the case of Private Henry B. Sheridan, 
Co. K, 8th Infantry, tiied for becoming drunk, when a 
member of a post guard, Major General McDowell re- 
marks as follows : . 

Guard mounting is not a mere ceremony. The in- 
spection by the Adjutant, the reserve of supernumera- 
ries who remain till after the guard has passed in review, 
and passed by, and been accepted by the Officer of the 
Day, are precautions taken to secure a body of men in 
every way fit for the important duty of guard. The 
further inspection, required by the regulations, of each 
relief before it is posted, is to insure that no man who, 
as sentinel, is to have in trust the safety of a camp, gar- 
rison, or an army, shall be put on post unless he is in 
proper condition for the duty. 
Drunkenness on guard is a very ‘serious offence, and 
drunkenness on post a still more serious one—this in 
proportion to the trust imposed. 
To be drunk at guard mounting, to be dismissed from 
the guard parade and replaced by a supernumerary, is 
an offence to the prejudice of good order, and should 
be punished as such; but it is not technically drunken- 
ness on duty, for the man has not yet gone on the duty 
proposed for him ; has not been accepted; has not had 
any trust confided to him. Hence it is important ;.0 
know whether the drunkenness charged was one whch 
existed at the time the man was marching on guard, or 
was going on post; and was one which it was the duty 
of those in charge of the marching on of the guard or of 
posting the sentinels to detect, or was one which the 
man himself brought on after he had become one of the 
ard, and, as in this case, after he had gone on post. 
iris a question of degree of criminality, involving in 
one case neglect on the part of those who commanded 
hi

In this case the specification charges that the accused 
“‘did become drunk.” ‘The Court finds him not guilty 
as charged, but finds that ‘‘ being a member of the 
guard he was drunk.” This implies that the man 
should not have been accepted, and that through the 
neglect of those in charge he was put on post when he 
should have been put in the guard-house. (See G. C.

Cavalry.

After the call of the roll of delegates, General 
Molineux delivered the following annual address : 


GENTLEMEN oF THE NatTionat GuaRD AssocrIATION: As- 
sembled once again in convention to consider means for pro- 
moting the efficiency of the military arm of the State, it 
seems proper, before entering upon our deliberative session, 
that we note briefly the successes which have followed upon 
the past eudeavors of the associatiou. Not only do we dis- 
cover the beneficial result of its deliberations in the constitu- 
tion of the commussion charged with the revision of the 
Military Code of the State, but further cause for congratula- 
tion is to be found in the passage of amendments to the pre- 
sent military law tending to promote the efficiency of the 
service. Thus the question of the personal responsibility of 
the line officers for State property intrusted to their keeping, 
under bonds, has been satisfactorily met by the enactment of 
a provision placing the — of company quarter- 
master sergeants in the hands of company commandants; the 
vexed question of the constantly a enting burden of 
clerical duties has been partially solved by the privilege ac- 
corded to company organizations of appointing clerks to bo 
paid for their services from the regimental or battalion fund, 
and a long step in advance has been taken toward effectually 
ridding the National Guard of undesirable material, by em- 
powerlug division commanders to disc’ e enlisted men for 
the “‘ good of the service.” Nor is this all: Encouragement 
has been given the rank and file that their claims to recogni- 
tion and promotion are not to be overlooked, by providing 
that appointments to the rank of non-commissioned staff 
officers shall be made only from among those men duly en- 
listed in the National Guard, and that each person so ap- 
pointed must be a member of some company of the regiment 
or battalion at the time of his appointment. Substantial 
progress has also been madein determining the status of 
musicians, enlisted in bands, by placing all organizations of 
the National Guard upon the same numerical footing, 
through limiting the number of enlisted musicians to be 
accredited upon the enrolled strength of the organization to 
twenty-five, in the case of each regiment and battalion; while 
the benefits of a continuous Court-martial for the trial of 
delinquent non-commissioned officers, musicians, and pri- 
vates, which by many thoughtful and experienced officers is 
believed to be the most satisfactory form of relief from exist- 
ing hardships and abuses in the enforcement of the disci- 
plinary — of the military law—have been practically 
secured by giving authority to the regimental and battalion 
commandant to appoint a court at any time in his discretion 
for the trial of delinquents in his command, and to brigade 
and division commanders like power in the case of separate 
troops, batteries, and companies. Had nothing more been 
accomplished by the association than the measures here 
enumerated, these in themselves would afford ample cause 
for congratulation. But above and beyond these tangible 
indications of its usefulness, the elevating influence of the 
association has been widespread. Through its encourage- 
ment, popular sentiment has been turned in the direction of 
practicality, pride in the merely superficial has given place 
to a desire for that which is substantial and enduring, and 
true soldierly instincts have been aroused. 

In his annual message his Excellency the Governor refers 
to the reductions occurring in the National Guard during the 
year 1880, and gives it as his opinion that the force should be 
still further reduced. A soldier's duty is to obey, not to 
criticise, orders; and wecan only close up our ranks and 
honestly endeavor to compensate by superior discipline and 
effectiveness the numerical loss which the National Guard is 
sustaining. It is but proper, however, for us to suggest that 
the State can now the better afford to give fuller recognition 
to our services, and that the expenditure of the same amount 
of money as has heretofore been canes, will enable 
the authorities to fully equip and uniform its military force, 

vide for its instruction in camps, and pay officers and sol- 
iers for actual duty. 

Turning now to the future, let us seek to discover in what 
directions the work already begun may be most advantage- 
ously pursued. And first as to the material constituting our 
National Guard. It is not asking too much that, in the en- 
deavor to reform the service from within outwardly, we begin 
at the head, and insist that the leaders of the National Guard 
—the commanding officers of divisions and brigades—shall 
be leaders in fact as well as in name. That is to say, that, in 
order to have men thoroughly conversant with the needs of 
the National Guard, no officer shall be commissioned as divi- 
sion or brigade commander who has not seen several years’ 
service in the National Guard or the Armies of the United 
States; and then only after passing a rigorous examination 
before a military bourd as to his tacti ability, executive 
capacity, and moral fitness for the position. These require- 
ments should also extend to colonels of regiments, who 
should be required to have seen several years’ service as 
aforesaid. When the safeguards which have been thrown 
around the awarding of a commission to a second lieutenant 
of the line are recalled, the righteousness of applying a 
corresponding standard of qualifications to the highest offi- 
cers in the gift of the service will hardly be disputed. 

With the advancement sought to be effected in the qualifi- 
cations of staff officers ery ey improvement in the 
status of staff officers would follow as a natural sequence. 
Of com tive unimportance in time of , yet let active 
service but come and the ge = fate of a nation may rest 
upon the capability of its staff officers. How frequently 
have we experienced the advantages to be derived from the 


ion of an able quartermaster or commissary! Indeed, 
fhe comfort or erie of troops in the field, nay, more, 
the very fighting ability of an army may be held to depend 
in great measure upon the administration of these kindred 
and intimately related departments; and an eminent military 
authority d that if troops are to fight well they must 
be well fed. The labor troubles of 1877 illustrate this fact, 
and afford abundant food for reflection;.and every com- 
manding officer present will doubtless recall numerous inci- 
dents corroborative of the assumption here Jaid down. Thus 
staff officers, whether of division or brigade, though ap- 
pointed in the first instance by the com ing officer of the 
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havior, and amenable to discharge only for cause, or by 
reason of coming under the provisions of the retiring clause 
of the Military Code. The difficulties attending the securing 
of good staff officers, under the present system of the ter- 
mination of their office on the retirement from service of the 
commanding officer to whom their appointment is due, are 
very great. But given a system by which, even the com- 
mauding officer retired, the staff officer is entitled to retain 
his commission, if he desires so to do, and it will be a com- 
paratively easy matter to induce good men to join in a ser- 
vice in which ability and devotion to duty are justly recog- 
nized by promotion, and stability ~ ey uncertainty. 

And right here I would pause, and ask your earnest atten- 
tion to the vital question of the rank and file of the National 
Guard. If we turn to the Volunteer force of Great Britain, 
the Landwehr of Germany, the Garde Nationale of France, 
or, beyond these, the National Guard of Switzerland, we find 
organizations in which the small property holders—trades- 
men, shopkeepers, and artisans—the classes above all others 
having direct personal interest in the welfare of the com- 
munity—predominate, These are the kind of men we need 
to strengthen our ranks—the class of recruits which it is de- 
sirable to enlist in the National Guard. If, then, instead of 
the common e of prevailing upon acquaintances and 
friends to ‘‘ join” an organization for the sake of having ‘‘a 
good time”—the recruit being too frequently left in almost 
entire ignorance of the character and extent of the duty and 
service required of him—it_were made incumbent by law that 
upon the back of every enlistment paper there should be 
plainly printed a complete detail of the term of service, date 
of enlistment, time of discharge, number of compulsory pa- 
rades to be made and drills and company meetings to be at- 
tended during each year, by eo with the fines and penal- 
ties for non attendance or dereliction of duty, there would 
be fewer pleas of ignorance on the part of enlisted men and 
an almost entire absence of the hardships now so frequently 
attending the enforcement of the processes of courts- 


martial. 

Following out the suggestion as to the desirability of en- 
listing the active interest of the thrifty classes of the commu- 
nity in the National Guard, it seems proper that some 
further substantial inducement to join the ranks than that 
now existing should be held out. This, in the opinion of 
those who have given close attention and study to the mat- 
ter, would be best accomplished by a restoration to the mili- 
tary code of the exemption from taxation clause—a recom- 
mendation which is commended to the careful consideration 
of the convention. 

The re endeavor to secure compensation for certain 

of officers during the past few years is an indication 
that the burdens of military service are rapidly overstepping, 
if indeed they have not already overstepped the limit of time 
possible to be devoted to their performance by the average 
officer. Nor is this hardship contined to the holders of com- 
missions, but it is felt equally by the soldiers in the ranks. 
Upon this subject, therefore, this convention should speak 
with no uncertain voice. The members of the National 
Gaard are drawn from all ranks and vocations in life ; the 
demands of business and of home rest upon them as upon 
other members of the community, and it is but just, there- 
fore, that if the State call upon the breadwinner to forego 
business and home to do service in behalf of the Common- 
wealth, that the State should compensate him for the time 
so devoted. In other words, for all occasions of duty under 
orders from general headquarters the State should pay to 
each and every officer and soldier of the National Guard a 
—— per diem allowance. 
or should the practical education in field duties of the 
officers and soldiers constituting the military force be over- 
looked. Hence the association is again referred to the ne- 
ceasity of State encampments. A year has elapsed since, by 
a unanimous vote, it recorded itself in favor of the establish- 
ment of permanent camps of instruction to which the several 
organizations of the National Guard should be detailed in 
rotation. The experience acquired during that interval, and 
the opportunity afforded for thought and deliberation, will, 
it is hoped, enable the present couvention to so far supplant 
and improve upon its former effort, that the season of 1881 
shall witness a well digested system of encampments in com- 
plete and successful operation. 

Ihave purposely reserved to the last one other subject 
which a sense of duty impels me to bring thus promi- 
nently before you—that of Federal control of the Natioral 
Guard. At its last convention the association unanimously 
“* Resolved, That it is the sense of the members of this asso- 
ciation that Congress should not give to the Fede:al authori- 
ties the control and supervision over the National Guard by the 
respective States, — over that portion which may have 
been called out by the President of the United States as pro- 
vided by the Federal Constitation, and that the Executive 
Comunuttee of this association be authorized and empowered 
to take such steps as may be necessary to prevent the passage 
of any act which by its terms shall interfere with the rights 
reserved to the States respectively in regard to the militia.” 
The Executive Committee has faithfully obeyed these in- 
structions, and with such success that the Senate bill giving 
control of the National Guard to the Federal authorities has 
been reported back adversely by the Committee on Militar 
Affairs, to whom it was referred, and a letter setting forth 
the views of the association, which I had the honor to address 
to the committee, was embodied in itsreport. I take this oc 
casion to say, however, that my hostility to the measure was 
purely official, and as your mouthpiece. My personal convic- 
tions do not wholly coincide with those of the majority of the 
association, and careful study of the subject, together with 
extensive correspondence and consultation with prominent 
Army and National Guard officers, compels me to a cureful 
reconsideration of the resolution quoted by this association. 

Our small Regular Army, which has been aptly described 
as ‘“‘athin skirmish line stretched along the borders of the 
country,” must be supported A strong reserve. Sooner or 
later we shall be forced to this conclusion and the citizen 
soldiery becom: in fact as well as in name, a National Guard. 
I submit this subject to the consideration of the convention 
without further remark, in full confidence that it will deal 
with it wisely, intelligently, conscientiously, and as the 
gravity of its importance demands. 

Having fulfilled my function as your presiding officer, I 
now request, in view of my anamolous position as a member 
of the Commission on the Revision of the Military Code, as 
weil as the divergence of any personal views on Federal con- 
trol from those of the commission—reasons which every 
gentleman will appreciate—that I be relieved from further 
service by the association, and that my place as delegate to 
the convention be taken by the alternate from the llth 
—— In thus retiring from active participation in your 
deli tions, permit me to thank you warmly and sincerely 
for the courtesy and honor I have received at your hands, 
and to assure you of my hearty sym; y and co-operation 
in your endeavors to promote the efficiency and interests of 
the National Guard of this State. 


The address was received with applause, and on motion 
the request of the General was granted ; he was relieved 
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from further service as President, and Capt. L. L. Olmstead, 
2d Vice-President, assumed the chair. Col. Thompson, Trea- 
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ments $490.06, leaving a balance on hand of $357.22. The 
invitation of Adjutant General Frederick Townsend to a 
reception at his residence was accepted by the convention. 

A letter was read from General Albert Ordway, late U. 8. 
Vols., in which he excepted to the views’expressed by Gen. 
Molineux, in a letter from the latter to a United States Sena- 
tor, in relation to the proposed reorganization and discipline 
of the militia of the United States. (Gen. Molineux’s let- 
ter was given in full in last week’s JouRNAL.) 

Gen. Molineux called for the reading of his letter to the 
Senator, in justice to himself, as he had written it at the 
instance of the convention. The letter of Geu. Ordway was 
laid upon the table, and on motion of Major Williamson, the 
action and letter of Gen. Molineux were approved by the 
association, and the letter was ordered to be printed as a 
part of the proceedings of the convention. The regular order 
of business was then taken up, and the suggestions offered 
by General Molineux in his address were taken up, each 
point being covered by a resolution, and adopted as the 
sense of the association, and recommended to the Commis- 
sion on the revision of the Military Code. Lieut. Col. Wil- 
son Offered the following resolutions, which, after full dis- 
cussion, were unanimously adopted as the views of the asso- 
ciation : 

** Resolved, That, in the opinion of this association, any 
radical changes in the ‘present system upon which the 
National Guard is organized would greatly endanger its effi- 
ciency and usefulness ; and also, 

“* Resolved, That in the opinion of this association, any 
change in the present system of selection of regimental and 
company officers would be unwise and prejudicial to the 
best interests of the National Guard and of the State.” 
a convention then adjourned until 10 a. m., January 

th. 

On reassembling, the committee on nominations recom- 
mended the following officers for the ensuing year : 

President, Major-Gen. Wm. F. Rogers, 8th Division ; First 
Vice-President, Major David B. Williamson, 3d Brigade ; Sec- 
ond Vice-President, Major H. L. Washburn, Jr., 9th Brigade ; 
Recording Secretary, Major Morris B. Farr, 11th Brigade ; 
Corresponding Secretary, Capt. Henry W. Linderman, Bat- 
tery M.; Treasurer, Capt. Chas. E. Bridge, 11th Brigade; 
bee age ae Capt. W. R. Davis, 8th Regiment. Major Farr posi- 
tively declining a re-election, Adjutant Geo. A. Lewis, 65th 
Regiment, was chosen as Recording Secretary. On assuming 
the chair, Gen. Rogers thanked the association for the 
honor conferred on him, and the recognition thus given to 
the organizations of the Western part of the State. Major 
Williamson then offered the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That in the opinion of the National Guard Asso- 
ciation, the aggregate force of the National Guard of this 
State, in the time of peace, should not exceed the number 
of 20,000 non-commissioned officers and privates, and 
should not be reduced below 15,000.” 

A lengthy and rather warm discussion was had on this 

resolution, a number of the officers taking the ground that 
Adjutant Gen. Towusend was most carefully guarding the 
interests and welfare of the State forces, and deprecatirg 
any resolution limiting the reduction to any specified num- 
ber. After various amendments, motions and resolutions, 
Major Farr offered a resolution that the opinion of this 
association that the State force should not exceed in num- 
bers 20,000, or be reduced to less than 15,000, be communi- 
cated to the Commission on the Revision of the Code. 
The resolution was adopted by a vote of 40 to 24. 
A resolution passed on the first day, recommending the 
adoption of a State service uniform to be worn by all organi- 
zations when under official orders for any State duty, the 
same to be issued in lieu of the present uniform fund, was 
on motion reconsidered, and Col. Clark, 7th New York, 
offered the following in its stead : 

‘Resolved, That in the opinion of this association the pro- 

vision of the military code in respect to the uniform fund is 
a proper and equitable one, and if any change is made in 
the same, it should be to increase the annual allowance from 
eight to ten dollars to each man for uniforms and equip- 
ments.” 
Col. Clark warmly advocated this amendment,and on voting 
it was unanimously adopted. A resolution providing for the 
exemption of the members of the National Guard from real 
and personal taxation on an assessed valuation of $1,000 
annually, for the term of enlistment, was adopted unani- 
mously, and referred to the Commission on Revision of the 
Code. After the usual resolutions of thanks, etc., the con- 
vention adjourned sine die. 





Seventa New Yorx.—Letter from Captain Lentilhon. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: Sir: 1 do 
not presume;to question the correctness of your critics in their 
estimates of military ability, but I beg of you to correct an 
error made in your issue of January 22 regarding my first 
lieutenant.

PENNSYLVANIA.—That a part of the Natioual Guard of 
Pennsylvania is using the money appropriated for its sup- 
port, towards providing lasting and substantial benefits in 
the way of armor:es, is evidenced by the report of Adjutant 
Geners! Latta; from which we learn that in all probability 
over one-third of the companies composing the Division, wiil 
before the end of the year be quartered in armories practi- 
cally their own. As but few of the interior towns have 
buildings suitable for drill purposes, it behooves all the or- 
ganizations to thus provide themselves with quarters as soon 
as possible. Moreover, as long as the appropriations to the 
several companies are subject to change whenever the whim 
takes the Legislature to do so, at most any time they are 
liable to be left without support. On the other hand, as 
long as the money appropriation is put to good use, the 
members of the Legislature will have but poor excuse for 
cutting down, however much they may at sometime be in- 
clined to do. Efficiency in drill, and general good will, with- 
out doubt, result from a large majority of the organizations 
being quartered in their own armories; at the same time, we 
are not disposed to change our opinion, oftentimes expressed 
in the JourNAL, that the wiser method would be to devote a 
portion of the annual appropriation to the express purpose 
of erecting armories, instead of as at present handing it over 
directly to the companies. In other words, as fast as the 
amount of the appropriation would permit, build armories in 
the cities and towns of the State, commensurate in size and 
appointment with the organizations located or likely to be 
located therein, to be retained as the property of the Com- 
monwealth. When finished, the annual appropriation to the 
organizations quartered therein, could be cut down to the 
actual cost vf fuel, light, armorer’s wages, and a few inci- 
dentals. In this way the annual appropriation could in a 
few years be reduced very materially, or else be devoted to 
other military purposes, such as encampments, rifle prac- 
tice, etc. As it is, a company after building an armory is 
possibly disbanded, the State money has been used, but the 
armory is held in all probability as the property of the mem- 
bers of the defunct company, and a new one if organized has 
to & through the same trouble of securing quarters. 

eneral Latta, speaking in regard to Courts-martial, says : 
‘A notion prevails that there is not sufficient law upon 
the statute books of Pennsylvania to either organize Courts- 
martial or enforce punishment.” He further says: ‘* The 
act of 1858 re-enacted in 1870, provides for their organiza- 
tion, and the act of 1864 fixes the punishment,” etc., etc. 
Accompanying and included in the report of Gen. Latta, are 
the reports of the several brigadier commanders. General 
Snowden in his report incidentally touches somewhat upon 
the above subject in speaking of the light attendance during 
the summer encampments. He says: ‘‘ When a man enlists 
in the National Guard it ought not to be eptional with 
him, whether he should or not obey orders as they might or 
might not be agreeable to him. He proposes as a cure for 
these evils, a system of fines to be followed by imprisonment 
is case of non-payment. The tronble in regard to the laws 
spoken of by Gen. Latta is that they have been enacted and 
re-enacted, amended and enacted again, we might say, until 
they are so complicated and indefinite as to be beyond the 
comprehension of any officer, other than a ‘Philadelphia 
Lawyer.” What is wanted is a law of but few words, clear 
and well defined, which will not necessitate a company com- 
mander going much higher for the authority to convene a 
Court-martial, and, as Gen. Snowden proposes, providing also 
for punishment by imprisonment when necessary. This 
measure is not a new one, for we have advocated it more 
tnan once before, and from present appearances it will be 
taken up in a bill to be offered in the Legislature this term, 
perhaps before this meets the eye of the reader. It will be 
similar in some of its provisions to the defeated sections of 
the bill offered in the Legislature in 1879, which among other 
things provided for transportation to be furnished officers for 
attendance upon Courts-martial or other necessary service ; 
for a yearly encampment ; for the issue of such medicine 
chests, surgical instruments, and medical outfits, as the 
surgeon general may prescribe; for the enlistment of bri- 
gade bands, and for inspections by a brigade staff officer, of 
the troops in the command, during the months in April and 
May of each year, for which service the officer shal! receive 
pay from the State. The new bill will in addition provide 
for an annual appropriation of fifty to sixty thousand dollars 
for the purpose of paying the troops whilst in camp, and a 
Special appropriation for the purchase of additional camp 
equipage.

not be unfair to state that in many essentials the 1st regi-

Company commanders do not pay enough attention to the 
distances between ranks when moving in column of fours. 
It was frequently difficult to determine from these distances 
whether the formation was in single or double rank. The 
1st sergeants of companies in several instances in the 5th 
regiment, probably, owing to the want of previous traiuing | 
in battalion parades or drills, seemed to conduct their com- 
panies, while in column of fours, at such distances from the 
preceding companies as suited their own fancies. A study 
of the tactics would greatly benefit these non-commissioned 
officers. In the parade Col. Barclay had the right of the 
line and Col. Swain the left. On the grounds of the 
Executive Mansion the troops were formed on three sides of 
a square facing the mansion. There was considerable 
shuffling around to make up for lost distances, after the 
command ** fours left and right dress” had been given. The 
1st regiment found only room between the entrance gate 
and the left of the 5th regiment to form its right wing, and 
the companies of the left wing in place of coming into 
position ‘‘on right into lire,” each executed an old style 
countermarch by executing twice “fours right” and 
as distances were not preserved, the movement looked 
ragged aside from wasting a good deal of time in dressing. 
Ranks were then opened, the officers of the 5th failing to act 
with as much promptness and uniformity as they should. 
The command was then presented to the Governor, who, sur- 
rounded by the other State officers and his military staff, was 
stationed upon the front piazza of the mansion. Ranks were 
next closed and the troops took up their route by fours right 
to the State House as escort to the Governor and suit in car- 
riages. When the right of the line had reached the State 
House it was halted, ranks opened and the command pre- 
sented while the carriages passed down in front. There was 
very little unsteadiness of heads in the command on the left 
of the line, but on the right there were in each company a 
number of men that had to see what was coming. Company 
commanders should lay more stress on a thorough setting up 
and the school of the soldier generally. The line looked 











beautifully, and the present was fairly well éxecuted, and had 
it not been for this unsteadiness of heads there would have 
been nothing to criticise. 

After the oath had been administered and the ceremonies 
completed within the chamber of the House the command 
again formed, and was reviewed from a platform erected on 
the State House steps, by the Governor and staff. The pas- 
sage in review was made by column of platoons, and consider- 
ing the very heavy slope of the ground and its slippery con- 
ditiou on account of the snow, the passage was made in very 
well preserved alignments ; but rear ranks should be made 
to conform to one or the other distauces prescribed in Upton. 
The condition of the ground made 32 inches permissible, but 
some of the men insisted on preserving the 13 inch distance, 
which detracted not a little from the well preserved lines of 
the front ranks. All the officers did not look at the reviewing 
ofticer while passing, and the non-commissioned staff of both 
commands sadly need instructions in their duties on such 
occasions. 

Co. A, of the 1st regiment, was presented by Adjt.-Gen. 
Hilliard with the Lowell Cartridge Company’s trophy for hav- 
ing made the best record in target practice during the last 
season, in the 1st Brigade. It is a handsome badge emblema- 
tical of the State and the Union, and the Army and National 
Guard. 

The 6th Battalion, Chicago, has its 8th company, H, nearly 
full when the battalion will be entitled to a regimental organ- 
ization, and Lieut.-Col. W. H. Thompson, who has so faith- 
fully labored for the success of this command will un- 
doubtedly transplant the silver leaves upon his shoulders by 
the silver eagles.
